(61) f’ have examined the United States Income Tax Returns 
filed by FREDERICK A. SOULE, SR., and his wife ELOISE L. SOULE, 

of Hew Orleans, Louisiana, for the calendar years 19^5 > 19^6, 

1967, 1968 and 1969 and I can state that the only sources of 
reported income are the City of Nev? Orleans, Uniform Allovxances, 
State of Louisiana, Fairgrounds Race Track and interest Income. 

Based on the statenenfs of PREDERICK A. SOULE, SR., as set forth 
In this affidavit and upon my examination of the Joint federal 
income tax returns filed by FREDERICK A. SOULE, SR., and ELOISS L. 
SOULE, I have determined that FREDERICK A. SOULE, SR-, has unlav;*- 
fully, knowingly and willfully omitted income in substantial

amounts from his United States Income Tax Returns for each of the 
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years 1965? 1966^ 1967? I960 and 1969? upon v;hich or;iitted income 
there is due and ovrini; to the United St^ites substantial additional 
taxj and subscribed eacl^ of these returns under the penalties of 
perjury, each of VJhich United States income tax returns contains 
a Vrritten declaration that it is made under penalties of perjury, 
knowing the returns to be false as to a material matter, in vio- 
,lation of Title 26, United States Code, Section 7201 - "Attempt to 
evade or defeat tax" and Section 7206(1) - "Fraud and false state- 
ments", and that the safe deposit box rented by FREDERICK A, SOULE, 
SR*, at the Irving Bank and Trust Company, 111 East Irving Boulevard, 
Irving, Texas, contains approxlrKitely seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($75,000) vjhich constitutes evidence and which is to be 
used as evidence of said violations. Further, based on the fore- 
going information contained in this affidavit I have reason to ^ ^ 

believe and do believe that the heretofore mentioned currency was

GEEVAIS had been searched by Special Agents of the 
Intelligence Division, Internal Revenue Service, prior to being 
furnished vflth the above described envelope and noney, and from 
the time GERVAIS V7as furnished with said envelope and money he 
v;as kept under consta?it observation by Special Agents until he 
entered GAKKISOK'S residence. Special Agents of the Intelligence 
Division monitored the entire conversation betvieen GARRISON and 
GEHVAIS Vfhlle GEHVAIS was inside GARRISON'S residence. At 
approximately P*m., Special Agents observed GEHVAIS exit 

the front door of GARKlSOI'J's residence. GEHVAIS v:as kept under 
constant observation by Special Agents until he v/as again

The entrances and exits to Ovsens Boulevard where 
GAHHISOJJ'S residence is located have been under observation by 
Special Agents since GEHVAIS departed the residence. The Special

that the residence of GARRISOH Is dark and that there is no 
sign of activity; that the tv-^o automobiles at the residence have 
not been moved since GEHVAIS reached the residence the previous 
evening; and that no one has been observed entering or leaving 
the residence after the departure of GERVAIS*

have communicated such personal knowledge to me indirectly 
through official channels, or C^) the personal knowledge of 
PERSHIhG GEHVAIS, vjhlch was communicated to me by him both

Department's Organised Crime Strike Force in Dew Orleans, and 
ARLIE G. PUCKETT, Special Agent, Intelligence Division, Internal.

(6) Based on the personal knowledge, experience and 
expertise of other federal agents concerning Bally in-line 
gambling type pinball machines, I can state that such devices are 
coin-activated electrically operated machines. Each machine when 
assembled and ready for use consists of a vertical section 
attached to a base section to which are secured four legs* The 
base section contains a plunger device, a number of holes drilled 
into an inclined playboard and a quantity of posts with rubber 
bumpers placed at intervals thereon. The device Is equipped 
with from five to eight metal balls, five of which are released 
for play upon insertion of a coin. The vertical section has a 
glass front upon which the results of play are recorded by 
electrically operated equipment. The object of play of the 
device is to propel the balls by means of the plunger onto the 
Inclined playboard so that the balls will fall into certain holes 
and thereby light corresponding light bulbs located on the ver- 
tical section of the machine, When three or more bulb's arc 
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lighted in a row, or in some other predeterinined order, the 
machine registers so-called **free plays “• The machine is so 
constructed that any number of coins may be inserted therein 
before actual play of the game, begins- T^e number of ''free 
plays*' to be awarded for successful operation of the device can 
be increased by insertion of additional coins prior to play of 
the machine, although the rate of Increase of free play awards 
cannot be controlled by the player and may or may not increase 
upon the insertion of a particular coin. After having been 
struck with the plunger, a ball i's propelled onto the playboard 
and descends the inclined plane dependent upon the law of gravity 
and chance contacts with the posts affixed to the board. Free 
plays won on the machine are recorded on a three or four digit 
counting meter {replay register). Free games so recorded may 
be used by depressing appropriate buttons to activate the 
mechanism which controls the increase of the free game avrards , 
or to activate other features of the machine. Each such use 
decreases the number shown on the replay register by one* I’he 
replay register can be iirjmediately cleared by operation of an 
on-off switch located on the base section of the device or by 
disconnecting thd device from its power* source and then recon- 
necting it* Inside the base section are located two additional 
meters referred to as the total plays meter and the replays 
meter. The total plays meter records the number of coins 
Inserted in the device and the number of free plays used in 
the play of the machine* The replays meter records the total 
number of free plays which have been won by playing the machine. 
Subtracting the total registered on the replays meter and the 
total of coins In the coin box from the total registered on 
the total plays meter will result in the number of free games 
eliminated from the machine without being used in play* The 
devices are so equipped that the replay meter may be readily 
rewired in order to record only the number of free games 
eliminated from the machine without being used in play. Also, 
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addltional meters may ,be installed to assist in the making of 
other calculations, ' 

(7) V/hile Bally in-line pinball machines are not Illegal 
in themselves (contraband) in the state of Louisiana (15LRS, Section 
31(b)), the use of such raachines for gambling purposes « such as 
payoffs to the players for "free plays" accumulated - is illegal 
"in the City of Mew Orleans (City Code, 195^j Section 27*2,2) and

Personal Inspection by federal agents of company 
records, together with actual physical surveillance by federal 
agents from the Intelligence Division, Internal He venue Service;

Federal Bureau of Investigation; Postal Inspection Service of 
the Postal Service; Customs Agency Service, Bureau of Customs;

These federal agents have reported that the payoffs viere made

(8) Based on Information received from other federal 
agents through their personal knov; ledge and experience regarding 
the Louisiana pinball Industry, on direct knov;ledge obtained 
from dealers in Louisiana, and on direct knowledge obtained from 
several location owners in Louisiana, I can state that the above 
mentioned pinball companies have collected and do regularly 
collect the proceeds of the play from the gambling type pinball 
machines from within the machines, that the companies and their 
employees have exclusive access Into the machines and their 
contents, that the companies reimburse the location owners for 
payoffs made, that companies charge a set service charge Vfhlch is 
then subtracted from the total proceeds and the remaining pro- 
ceeds are then split (usually on a 50*”50 percentage basis) with 
the location ovfners, that the amount of Income thus derived and 
the operation of the machines Is dependent upon the location 
owners’ willingness to award players payoffs In exchange for the 




free games the players have accumulated on the machines j and 
that the location owners' willingness to pay off its customers 
Is directly and totally dependent on the companies ' willingness 
to reimburse the location owners for such payoffs.

{10) Based on my personal knowledge and experience 
and on 'information received from other federal agents with 
personal knowledge and experience regarding the Louis la na- 
Mississlppi pinball industry, and also on direct knov/ledge 
Obtained from dealers in Loulsiana-I^ississippi and from the 
Bally Manufacturing Company in Illinois, I can state that Bally 
in-line gambling type pinball machines are manufactured exclu- 
sively in Chicago, Illinois, and are not and never have been 
manufactured in the State of Louisiana j that vv^hen such machines 
are shipped from the manufacturer, there are located in the rear 
of the vertical sections or cabinets, operating Instructions and 
parts catalogs together with business reply cards on which are 
prominently displayed the manufacturer's name and Chicago, 
Illinois, address*; that other accompanying documents containing 
the manufacturer's name and address include electrical circuit 
diagrams, patent notices, and warranties; that the electrical * 
circuit diagrams are for referral when the devices are being 
repaired and that the manufacturer has conducted and does conduct 
schools in Chicago, Illlhois and elsewhere on the care and main- 
tenance of the gambling devices, which schools some of the local 
repairmen have attended; that the manufacturer's name appears on 
the glass face of the vertical section of all of the Bally in-line 
gambling type pinball machines manufactured from 1963 through 1967 
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and that the TT^anufacturer's name and the place of manufacture 
appear on all such devices manufactured from 1968 through the 
present time; that there is permanently impressed into and clearly 
visible on. both the vertical section and the base section of each 
of the said gambling devices* the date of manufacture *of such device 
and its permanent serial number as required by the Gambling Devices 
Act of 1962; and that therefore there Is probable cause to believe 
that the recipients and purchasers of the Bally in-line gambling 
type pinball machines have knovfledge and in fact know that said 
machines have traveled In Interstate commerce* 

(11) Kecords of Mew Orleans Movelty Company* the sole 
"prime" distributor of Bally in-line gambling type pinball 
machines for the States of Louisiana and I^isslsslppi and of the 
manufacturerj Bally Manufacturing Company* have been examined by 
federal agents and these federal agents have reported to me that 
New Orleans Novelty Company* TAC Amusement Company* Lucky Coin 
Machine Company* Inc*, Pierce Amusement Company* State Novelty 
Company* Ins., and Palace Amusement Company have purchased and 
received Bally In-line gambling type pinball machines within the 
past five years on a regular basis. Moreover, actual physical 
surveillance by federal agents discloses that gambling type pin- 
ball machines manufactured and shipped to Louisiana within the past 
five years have been observed in comiriercial locations within the 
past ten days* said machines bearing ovmershlp indicia of the above 
companies (except for Lucky Coin Machine Company* Inc., and Palace 
Amuseinent Company vshich went out of the pinball business on 
November 2^* 1970) and the ovmershlp of said machines being 
reflected on documents* records and reports of the companies* 

(12) On June 2^* 1969, I met with PERSHING GERVAIS at 
which time GERVAIS agreed to assist the Internal He venue Service 
in the investigation of violations of federal lav.^ and* in the 
accumulation of intelligence InforTnation regarding criminal 
activity in the New Orleans area. Special Agent ARLIE G. 

PUCKETT, Intelligence Division, Internal Revenue Service* was 
assigned by me to work with GERVAIS v^ho thereafter furnished 
Special Agent PUCKETT v/lth facts regarding numerous violations of 
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lav/j particularly bribery payoffs to elected public officials 
and law enforcenient officers , Including transactions in which 
GERVAIS had been a participant* 

. (13) ‘ On July 27, 1970, together with Special Agent 
PUCKETT, I Introduced PEH3HIIJG GERYAIS to JOllU WALL, Attorney- 
In^Charge of the Justice Departnient ' s Organised Crime Strike 
Force in New Orleans. GEHVAIS agreed to assist the Strike Force 
in Its investigative and prosecutive efforts and Special Agent 
PUCKETT was authorized by GERVAIS to furnish WALL with all Infor- 
matlon previously obtained from GEHVAIS* 

(1^) On August 31, 1970, and on subsequent occasions, 
GEHVAIS outlined to VfALL various illegal aspects of the pinball 
business in Louisiana Cniueh of which had been previously told 
to Spec-ial Agent PUCKETT), including the fact that JOHJI AHOWS 
GALLERY makes bribery payoffs for protection of the pinball 
industry to public officials including law enforcement officers 
and state legislators; that in the Nev^ Orleans area, JOHW ELMO 
PIERCE of Pierce Amusement Company collects protection bribe 
money from certain pinball dealers, then brings it to JOHW ARUWS 
GALLERY, who passes it on to public officials for protection of 
the pinball Industry; that JOHU AHUNS CAUjEHY delivers money to 
him {GEHVAIS) for, delivery to District Attorney JIM GARRISO:^; 
that the relationship between GAHRISOM and the pinball dealers 
began in the year 1961 when the pinball dealers gave GARRISON 
$10,000 during his campaign for the Office of District Attorney 
for Orleans Parish; that since 1962 he {GERVAIS) has been the 
conduit, through GALLERY, for payoffs from pinball machine 
dealers to JIM GAKRISOW; that when the pinball payoffs began to 
GARRISON through GERVAIS In 1962, the payoff amount from GALLERY 
to GERVAIS was thirty-six hundred dollars ($3600) every two months, 
but that over the years the payments varied, dropping as low as 
twenty-seven hundred dollars ($2700) bi-monthly and as high as 
forty- four hundred dollars ($Ail00) bi-monthly, which latter figure 
was the one in effect at the time of the instant August 31, 1970, 
interview, GEHVAIS further stated that generally during the 
year 19 62 and for a time thereafter, he retained seven hundred 
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dollars ($700) from each bi-monthly pinball payoff that CALLz;ry gave 
him, and passed the balance on to GAHRISOW; that for several 
years he retained nine hundred dollars ($900) from each 
bi-monthly pinball payoff he received from GALLERY and passed 
the balance on to GAHHISOh; and that v;ben the bi-monthly pinball 
payoff amount reached to forty-four hundred dollars ($^^00), he

323 C 196 S) ; that these Supreme Court decisions had been 
scrupulously adhered to by the United States Court of Appeals 
for the Fifth Circuit, Koran v* United States , ^08 F. 2d 1321 
(CA 5, 1969 ); and that these Supreme Court decisions had been 
codified by the United States Congress in the Omnibus Crime Con- 
trol and Safe Streets Act of 1963 in Title 18 of the United 
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States Code at Section 2511(2) £o) and Cd). OERVAIS agreed at 

thisi November 13, 1970, meeting to the action proposed by VJALL, 

(16) On rJovember ^ 1970, Attorney General John 
Mitchell authorised the installation, with the consent of 
GEHVAIS, of electronic listening devices on the latter's person, 
his telephones and In any rooms under his dominion and control, 

(17) On November 16, 1970* Special Agents of the 
Intelligence Division, Internal Revenue Service, began monitoring 
and recording conversations botv^een GEHVAIS and various other 
persons, 

(18) On November 16, 1970, CBARLES PACE of Palace 
Amusement Company met vrith GERVAIS in Room 276 of the Fontaine- 
bleau Motor Hotel in New Orleans , Louisiana* PACE said that on 
Tuesday^, Mo v ember 10, 1970 , JOHN ELMO ‘PIERCE of Pierce Amusement 
Company visited him and told PACE he had been sent by LOUIS M. 
BOASBERG of Mew Orleans Novelty Company; that PIERCE said he 
(PIERCE) would be the "pickup man^’ to collect money from each of 
the dealers and that PACE should contribute five hun'dred dollars 
a month; that he (PACE) was visited by LOUIS BOASBERG of Hevj 
Orleans Novelty Company on Friday, November 13, 1970, and that 
the latter acknowledged sending PIERCE three days earlier to 

solicit $500 a month from PACE; that he (PACE) said to BOASBERG

At that time NIMS asked PACE to contribute to 
a fund among local pinball dealers to be paid out' for protection 
of gambling type pinball machines in Hew Orleans. Nir3 sug- 
gested that PACE'S share should be around $70C a month, which 
would be about $10.00 a machine, PACE told NIMS that ho would

which had not registered with the Attorney General of the United 
States as required by the Gambling 0e vices Act of 1962, Title 15,

Orleans v:ith CHA.RLES PACE of Palace Amusement ComLpany, PACE 
told GEEVAIS that he lost more than 70 machines (the current 
J retail price of a new Bally in-line gambling type pinball machine 

then being approximately $2,000) in the FBI raids of November 2^ 
and 25, 1970^ and that the FBI also seized betv^een thirty and

Commander of the ^?ew Orleans Police Department Vice Squad, that 
"the gate was closed" as far as payoffs were concerned, but that 
BOASBERG might possibly reopen it after the first of the year^ 
(22) On December 1, 1970, JOHN AHUNS GALLERY met with 
PERSHING GERVAI3 In Room 376 of the Fontainebleau Motor Jlotcl in 
Nevj Orleans and told him that because of the FBI raids of Novem- 
ber 2^ and 25, 1970, most of the dealers In Nev; Orleans were out 
of gambling type pinball machines except LOUIS M* BOASBERG of

SOULE said that right after JOSEPH GIAHHUSSO retired as Super- 
intendent of Police in New Orleans {JOSEPH GIARRUSSO retired on 
August 21, 1970)1 BOASBEHG came to Captain SOULE and told the latter 
that no one can get to Sergeant ROBEHT FHEY, Commander of the 
New Orleans Police Department Vice Squad, and asked SOULE to 
talk to FREY; that SOULE then Invited Sergeant PREY on a trip 
regarding an extradition matter (On September .2, 197^^^ Captain 
SOULE and Sergeant PREY delivered a State of Louisiana Governor's 
Warrant to the Colorado Springs, Colorado, Police Department and 
took custody of a prisoner named PAUL DAVID PIERCE, v^rho had been 
charged In Louisiana with possession of narcotics) at which time 
SOULE told PREY about previous and current payoff arrangements for 
pinball protection and solicited Sergeant FREY*s agreement to take 
payoffs for protection of plnballs and that that vras* when it started 
with FREY. 

Captain SOULE and GERVAIS v;ent on to discuss how BOASBEHG, 

after Initiating the corruption of Sergeant FREY, then began to 

delay and renegotiate regarding amounts of payments. They also 

discussed payments made to SOULE throu^ GALLERY from TAC Amusement 

Company and HOBERT^'NIMS of Lucky Coin Machine Company, Inc, 

GERVAIS: He [LOUIS BOASBEHG] started you and then v;ouldn^t 

come up —

GERVAIS: He started the thing and then he wouldn’t conic up. 

SOULE: That’s ri'ght. 

GERVAIS: Let me ask you this though, if he started It and 

wouldn’t come up, hovf did you finally get the (( )) 

moneys 

SOULE: Vfell, all I did was tell Gallery after I meet v^ith 

Louis , I tell Gallery this v/as what vjent on, you know 
cause Gallery*’ a been square with me — 

GERVAIS: Yeah, 

SOULE; So, uh, Frey [Sergeant ROBERT FREY, Commander of the 
Hew Orleans Police Department Vice Squad] was knocking 
the piss when, when he didn’t come up on the first. 

Prey v;ent out and knocked the piss out of about ten pf 
them [Tne Sunday, October 1970 edition of the Nev; Orleans 
Times Picayune newspaper carries a story that on October 3, 
1970, the New Orleans Police Department Vice Squad confiscated 
ten Bally in-line gambling type pinball machines from nine 
establishments In Hew Orleans, vdiere seventeen persons v;ere 
arrested for making illegal payoffs to players of pinball 
machines for games won], you see. 

GERVAIS: He did, he did , huh , 

SOULE: And I told Gallery, I said, v^e’ve got ten, he said, 

wait a minute, and that’s when TAG come up with the 
( ( ) ) money ,

GEBVAIS : Oh , 

SOULE: So, uh, TAG [TAG Amusement Company] come up with it, 

Frey called the Investigation off, so we got 50Q apiece 
from TAG , 

GERVAIS: Uh^huh.

SOULE: Two months, and then vfe were gonna knock them off 

again and so JJims C ROBERT KIHS of Lucky Coin Machine 
Company, Inc.] come up, TAG 

SOULE said that he had given FREY ah out $500 a month 
of pinball bribe money for three or four monthp, but that he 
had told Sergeant FREY that the FBI pinball raids had tightened 
up the money situation but that FREY could expect to get some- 
thing more starting at the beginning of' 1971* 

‘ (2k) On December 7, 1970, Captain FREDERICK A* SOULE, 

SR,, met v;ith FERSHIHO GERVAIS in Hooin 876 of the Fontainebleau 
Motor Hotel, Hew Orleans, Louisiana. Captain SOULE said that 
he had been employed by LOUIS M. BOaSBERG of Hew Orleans Hovelty 
Company as a pinball mechanic before he was drafted in Vforld War 
II and that his father has been employed by BOASBERG for about 
'^0 years. kTien asked by GERVAIS whether he had met Avlth BOASBERG 
recently, SOULE said he doesnlt like to do so because BOASBERG 
is hot and is being followed by the FBI. Captain Soule said 
that when he wants"' to talk to BOASBERG he calls HARBY S. MARKS, 
JR., an employee of BOASBERG , who “does all Louis ^ running". 

SOULE also said that MARKS is a “route man"; that “he services 
the machines and all" and that "he's the one who puts the 
machines on location". SOULE then had GERVAIS call telephone 
number 529-7321 (the December 19TC South Southern Bell yellow 
pages show this to be the business number for Hew Orleans Novelty 
Company at 1055 Dryades Street in New Orleans) and ask for KAR3Y 
MARKS who was not in, SOULE then told OEHVATS about his rela- 
tionship with MARKS: 

SOULE; That why usually, I talk to him. All right, when I 
call him, there's a coin phone about a block do>m the 
way, he walks down to that coin phone. 

GERVAIS: And calls you back. 
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SOULE: ( ) 1 callj I call him at that phone and 

talk to hinij I E^ot the number there in rny little brlcrcase. 

GERVAIS: Ohs I you, 

SOULE; lUl, I'll contact him, lUl talk to you tomorrov/, 
GERVAXS: Yeah, 

( 25 ) On December 9, 1970, ROBERT HIM3 of Lucky Coin 
Machine Company, Inc*, met v:ith PEBSHIi'IG GERVAIS in Room S 76 of 
the Fontainebleau Motor Hotel In Hev; Orleans * NIMS told GERVAIS 
that in the FBI pinball raids of November 2^\ and 25,\l970> he 
lost 201 machines j that he is out of the business and that he 
doesn’t think he will go back in for fear of what sort of action 
the federal government might take next* 

ROBERT NIMS said that CHARLES FACE of Palace Amusement 
Company had told him (NIMS) that he (FACE) is out of the pinball 
business because of the FBI raids and will be staying out. NIFiS 
also said that the prospective deal for payoffs to city officials 
about which he and GALLERY consulted vrith GERVAIS on October 15^, 
1970, is finished as far as he (NIMS) Is concerned and that he 
(KIMS) had been in touch viith Captain FREOEHIGK A, SOULE, SR., 
and that SOULE had received protection payoff money paid by NIMS, 
NIMS acknowledged that he knev; that District Attorney JIM 
GARRISON has been receiving prior payoffs: 

NIMS: Vfell, what does our big friend think about all of this 

shit, 

GERVAIS: V.>ho’s that? 

NIMS: Huh? ‘ 

GERVAIS: Who’s that? 

NIMS: Jim* 

GERVAIS: Oh, Garrison, oh,^ to be honest with you I haven’t 

talked to him yet. Only because I haven't got enough 
Intelligence from your side of the fence. 

NIMS : Yes , yes * 

GERVAIS: You see, to talk to him,

(26) On December 11 ^ 1970, JOHH ARUHS GALLERY met 
with PERSHING GERVAIS In Room 8?6 of the Fontainebleau Motor. 
Hotel In New Orleans and discussed with GERVAIS, LOUIS M. 
BOASBERG'S efforts to take over CALLERY’S position as "middle 
man" in the pinball bribery payoffs to Sergeant EOBEHT PREY, 
Commander of the Nev; Orleans Police Department Vice Squad, 
through Captain FREDERICK A, SOULE, SH,, and to District 
Attorney JIM GARRISON through PERSHING GERVAIS. GALLERY said 
that LOUIS M. BOASBERG of New Orleans Novelty Company wants to 
meet v^ith GERVAIS for breakfast at 9: DO a.m* one morning of the 
following week 5 that* he (GALLERY) asked BOASBERG what he wanted 
to. do i^egarding the District Attorney and that he (CALLEHY) told 
BOASBERG he would go see GERVAIS about that^ that BOASBERG re- 
sponded that he could not do anything Just now, that things vfere 
too bad; that he (CALLERY) replied to BOASSERG that if he wanted 
to stay in business, "You got to pay to stay in It. It's the 
license." CALLERY said further that he could not get a commit- 
ment out of BOASBERG, that he thinks BOASBERG wants to do some- 
thing but not much. 

CALLEHY asked if GERVAIS had talked to JIM GARRISON 
about this thing and GERVAIS replied "no", that he had nothing to 
talk to GARRISC?I about, CALLERY asked if JIM GARRISON knows why 
the payoffs have stopped to which GERVAIS replied that GARRISON 
reads the papers , GALLERY said that BOASBERG always wants to 
start "next month"; that BOASBERG has- not come up with his end 
of the package for GARRISON since the first of August, 1970 i 
and that the October 1,, 1970 , payment to G-ERVAIS which took caPe 
of October and November, had been paid by ROBERT NIM3 (of Lucky 
Coin Machine Company, Inc.) and LAWRENCE L, LAGAHDE {of TAG 
Amusement Company) . GERVAIS commented that BOASBERG cannot want 
him to offer JIM GARRISON $200 or $300 a month and GALLERY 
replied that he (CALLEHY) does not vrant GERVAIS to tell BOASBERG 
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he *11 accept that, CALLEHY aaid that it is GERVAIS* decision 
whether to meet with BOASBEHG or not and that he CCALLERY) is 
'^only a midt^le man". 

GALLERY and GEHVAIS again talked about NIMS and 
LAGARDE coming up with BOASBERG*s share of the October 1st pay-* 
ment for JIH GARHISOh and about no one coming up with JIM 
GAHRISObPS December 1st bi-monthly payment because of the FBI 
pinball raids in November, liiey then talked again about 
BOASBERG*S intentions,

They're going to call everybody. Tell him [BOASBERG] 1 
don't want to meet him there. I'll meet him here and,

GALLERY v/ent on to say that part of the reason for 
the bitterness between BOASBERG of Rev/ Orleans Hovelty Company 
and the other pinball dealers was that BOASBERG 'S pro rata share 
of k 0 % of the payoff package to District Attorney JIM GAHRISOIJ 
by the dealers was set up years ago when BOASBERG had far more 
machines on the street than he has now, and TAC Anusement 
Company had fevjer than it has now, and that BOASBERG feels his 
share should now be correspondingly smaller. 

GALLERY called BOASBERG from the telephone in Room 
876 and told him that GERVAIS did not want to meet him at Union 
Station as had been proposed by BCASBEHG. Gervais then took the 
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telephone and he and BOASBERG agreed to meet at the Fontainebleau 
Kotor ilotel the follovjing Monday ^ around 11 a.m. GALLERY told 
GERVAIS to call him (GALLERY) aftei" the Monday meeting, and then 
had further conversation with GEKVAIS about BOASBERG^S intentions 
and about recent payments by the dealers to Sergeant ROBERT FREY, 
CoFjnander of the Mevj Orleans Police Department Vice Squad, 
through Captain SOULE: 

GALLERY : Tell you what to do, VJhy don^t you just talk to 

him [BOASBEHG] see what the hall, see what — ■

(27) On December V\, 1970, LOUIS M, BOASBER'G of Hew 
Orleans Novelty Company met v/ith PERSHIHG GERVAIS in Room 275 
of the Fontainebleau Motor Hotel in New Orleans, BOASBERG said 
that things do not look good for the pinball industry and that he 
(BOASBERG) has good reason to believe that there vjill be four or 
five bills In the legislature in May of 1971 to outlaw gambling 
type pinball machines in Louisiana* 

BOASBERG said that ROBERT NIMS of Lucky Coin Machine 
Company, Inc., came to him this morning and offered to have 
BOASBERG take over his (HIH'S) pinball locations^ that JOHN J, 

ELMS, JR., of TAG Amusement Company has ordered 20 gambling type 
pinball machines from BOASBERG and got a lot of old games 
(gambling type pinball machines) for a total of about SO games that 
he put on the street after complying with the registration provi- 
sions of the Gambling Devices Act of 1962. BOASBERG said that he 
has carried the burden of the pinball payoffs for years in Hew 
Orleans but that he has been decreasing and decreasing the volume 
of his machines on the street and that he has a lot of obliga- 
tions, and what can he do? GERVAIS responded that all he 
(GERVAIS) can do is bring the massage to District /attorney JIM 
GARRISON but that he (GERVAIS) can't make any promises, BOASBERG 
said that he (BOASBERG) apd JOHN J. ELMS, JR., of TAG Amusement 
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Company have to eet together because they are the only ones left 

after the FBI pinball raids. BOASDERG said of District Attorney 

JIM GARRISON that "He really stood by us”^ and v/ent on to describe 

his dealing with Captain FREDERICK A, SOULE, SR. 

BOASBERG: Pershing^ let me tell you what I did do, between you 

and I — 


GERVAIS : 


Yeah . 


BOASBERG: I vjas talking to Freddie [SOULE] and, and, and, uh, 

trying to put things together for him — 


GERVAIS : 


Yeah , 


BOASBERG: Well, v/e, v;e, we couldn^t do it because TAG [TAG Amuse- 

ment Company] had heavy obligations someplace else but — 

GERVAIS: Yeah. 

BOASBERG: Now, v:here It was, I don't knov7, I have no idea 

GERVAIS: Yeah. 

BOASBERG: Listen, what his story v:as, unless they finance that, 

uh, that, that election for those constitutional amendments, 
something like that, but we couldn't, couldn't put anything 
together, so I told Freddie, I said, look, let's cut this 
dovm temporarily, so, so for some unknov;n reason, he hit 
about 8 or IQ spots [The Sunday, October 1970 ^edition of 
the New Orleans Times Picayune nev:spaper carries a story 
that on October 3* 1970, the Nevf Orleans Police Department 
Vice Squad confiscated ten Bally in-line gambling type pin- 
ball machines from nine establishmonts in New Orleans, v?here 
seventeen persons were arrested for making illegal payoffs 
to players of pinball machines for games won.]

BOASBERG mentioned that JOHN ARUNS GALLERY and JOHN J. 
ELMS, JR., of TAC Amusement Company do not get along; again that 
he has to get together with JOHN J. ELMS, JR., and what tough 
financial shape he (BOASBERG) Is In for a number of reasons 
including a drop in sales by him of gambling type pinball machines 
since most of the dealers are apprehensive about the federal 
government's next move, GERVAIS suggested that maybe BOASBERG can 
place amusement games in his locations: 

GERVAIS: Maybe you could work other things, other games, other — 

BOASBERG: Oh, but they can't make any money v:ith that amusement 

stuff 
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GERVAIS ; No 

BOASBERG: You*rc kidding (laughter) 

BOASBERG acknowledged that GALLERY has got his Interests 
in Baton Rouge, but that GALLERY says that Rooney (ROBERT 
ROONEY, president of State Novelty Gompany, Inc., Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana) v/ants to get out. GERVAIS suggested that perhaps 
GALLERY should go to District Attorney JIM GARRISON directly 
and explain the problen in money supply caused by the FBI pinball 
raids and see hov/ JIM GARRISON reacts; that if there »s going to bo 
less money, JIM GARRISON might v/ant to cut GERVAIS out as his 
middle man and deal directly v;ith GALLERY. GERVAIS continued as 
follows : 

GERVAIS: Now, Jim -[GARRISON] might say to him [GALLERY], well, 

yeah, that’s okay, but let Gervais handle it, and I’ll v/ork 
it out v;ith him, see, I would rather for him to make that 
decision. Now, just in case, listen, who knov/s, he might 
figure that ain't enough and if he says, okay, well, then 
you [GALLERY] handle it but you know, whatever he wants to 
do, which v/ould be all right v;ith mo. 

BOASBERG: I know. 

GERVAIS: But — 

BOASBERG; I kno’w damn well we going to have to do something. 

GERVAIS: But that other one’s going to be a back breaker with 
Freddie and Frey. You see, you could plan, that you are 
going, I, I’d tell you by listening to Freddie talk, you 
gonna plan, you might get by with 800 a month. 

BOASBERG: Gan’t do it. 

GERVAIS: But they ain’t -- 

BOASBERG: Can’t do it , I offered him one [$1,000] v/hen all of us 

were in. Now we don’t have Bob [ROBERT MIMS of Lucky Coin 
Machine Co., Inc.], we don’t have anything. 

GERVAIS: ( ) but you see, Freddie ought to be 

willing since he only the middle guy — 

BOASBERG: Certainly he ought — 

GERVAIS: He ought to be willing to take short money. 

BOASBERG: V/hy sure — 

GERVAIS: Short money and give the other guy — 

BOASBERG: Why sure — 

GERVAIS: The big money, see, but he don’t want to do that — 

BOASBERG; Don’t v/ant to do that — 
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GERYAIS . ed*BOASBKRG if he had a ley figure in mind

You knovf what, some 
people blame Aruns [JOHf? AHUJ'<S GALLERY] and myself for this 
goddamn thing, they figure State Novelty [of Baton Rouge] 
registered [as required by the Gambling Devices Act of 
196J?, Title 15, United States Code, Section llTBCa) ( 3) ] , 
we been registering for 6 years, y.ou knov/.

After some further conversation about Sergeant PREY'S 
authority to refrain from concentrating any effort against the 
gambling type pinball machines for violations of Louisiana state 
gambling lav;s, SOUIjE continued as .follows : 

SOULE: So anyway , he [PHEY] pulled it up [stopped concentrating 

effort against the gambling type pinball machines] then and, 
la*** and TAC come up with the bread, cause TAG was, v;as the 
one, anyv;ay, I give them the location and everything, you 
see, and TAC was shitting cause one of them v/as a place on 
Carrollton that had been before the [city] council four or

Further conversation transpired^ about Captain SOULE 

dealing viith the pinball interests:

SOULE: Yeah,

SOULE: (laughter)

handled it twice [payoffs] for you and that* that you v:ere 
handling it yourself — 

SOULE: ho, I never* never have * uh-uh* now he miglit think that 

Louie migiit have given something^ Louis don't give nothing « 

GERVAIS: No, no, no* he* no* he meant v:lth, uh* v:lth Nlms — 

SOULE: No* no, he* he knov:s that I v:as right there cause I told 

him, in other v/ords* he, me* him and Nlms in one car and he 
got out the car —

GERVAIS; And Hlms tried to hand you the money. 

SOULE: And Jlims tried to hand, and I said* look, I said, you 

know, I know you're a nice fella and all, I said* I think 
it v:ould be better if you let Callery handle that and 
cause I been doing — talking with Callery — 

GERVAIS: Right, 

SOULE: So he said* I agi^ee with you and he walked* got right 

out the car and I seen hint hand it to Callery — 

GERVAIS: And then Callery 

SOULE: And Callery got in the car and he left, Mims loft, and 

then Callery give it to me — 

GERVAIS: He brought you the money, 

SOULE; So* uh* I guess in his Interpretation he could feel that 
maybe Nlms was , you know — 

GERVAIS: No, no, no* he meant, v;hat he meant to Imply to me is, 
he, he didn't v:ant to fool v;ith it no more, that you v:ere 
handling it direct yourself Viith* uh, with Elms and Rims, 

SOULE: 1 don't even know Elms [JOHN ELMS* JH, * of 'fAC Amusement 

Company], don't even knew him, 

SOULE said that he thinks he'll tell S0AS3EHC that he 

CSOULE) and PREY v:ill take a reduced amount, but only on a month 

to month basis, SOULE also said that at a meeting he had that 
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mornlnj]; with BOASBERG , thc^ latter said that JOHN ELHS, JK. ^ of 
TAG Amusement Company would "taH.e care of" District Attorney JIM 
GABKISON throuch GERVAIS,. as vjcll as someone else "up in the front 
office of the police department" > and that BOASBEHG vmuld be 
taking care of Captain SOULE and Sergeant ROBERT PREY. SOULE also 
said that he is a little scared to deal with BOASBEHG^ because 
"this guy's not too sharp" j and that "Gallery's much smarter^ he's 
been doing It for so long" . ^ . 

(29) On January 15 > I9?l, PERSHING GEHV AIS talked by 
telephone from Room 876 of the Fontainebleau Motor Hotel in New 
Orleans to Captain 'FREDERICK A, SOULE* SB,* who stated that he had 
been trying to see Sergeant ROBERT FREY all day long but had been 
unable to do so because of demons trat ions at Martin Luther King 
school, SOULE also stated that he had spoken to LOUIS BOASDERG 
and had accepted a package for FREY and himself of $500 for Janu^ 
ary and $500 for February. SOULE said he had not yet given FilSY 
his share .

GEHVAIS: See. Have you talked to as* to ah* King Louie [LOUIS 

BOASBERG]? 

SOULE: Yeah. 

GERVAIS: You did? 

SOULE: No, 1 didn't talk, oh* yeah, yeah,

SOULE: ( ) to take care of, that. " ■ 

GEHVAIS: Ho did, as a favor, or ah «-* 

SOULE: No, no, no, I told him about the, you know, I told him 

him that, an -- 

GEHVAIS: V7ell, I mean, listen, did you give him the chickens? 

SOULE: No, I haven *t seen him yet* 

GERVAIS: Oh, But he knovfs you got them, 

SOULE: I Just happened to be able to talk vfith him for a little 

while on the telephone, 

GERVAIS: Uh-huh. 

SOULE: I didn't have time to go into great detail with him* 

GERVAIS: You think he ^11 accept ah, half of that? 

SOULE: Yeah, he's already told me so: 

SOULE said further that he would call GERVAIS the next 
day, after he (SOULE) talks with FHEY. 
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(30) On January l6, 1971, PEKSHING GERVAIS talked by 
telephone fnom Hooin B?S of the Fontainebleau f-^otor Hotel in Hevf 
Orleans to Captain FREDERICK A. SOULE^ SH,, vho said that he had 
spoken to FREY and given him his share of the payoff money from 
BOASBERG . 

(31) On January 18, 1971, LOUIS M* BOASBERG of Hew 

Orleans Hovelty Company met viith PERSHIKG GEHVAIS in Room 876 of 
the Fontainebleau Motor Hotel in Hev; Orleans* B0A*SBERG stated 
that his attorneys have told him that it is a violation of the new 
federal gambling act (Organized C]Mme Control Act of 197G) if pay- 
offs are made to playex's for games won on the pinball machines, 
BOASBEHG stated that he sent a letter to every one of his 
locations and told them: "Don't pay off anything but merchandise, 

1 put that in the letter and 1 cited all the opinions, etc. Of 
course, you and I know they not going to get any play v/lth any 
merchandise." BOASBERG said t)iat he v;as still trying to put the 
deal together and has been for three months; that JOliH ARUHS 
GALLERY said he washed his hands of it, so BOASBERG has been 
trying to do something. BOASBERG said he would have to hold off 
further negotiations regarding payoffs to GAERISOH through GERVAIS 
until he tried to contact ELMS one more time for a yes or no 
answer regarding the payoffs. BOASBEHG stated that he was sure 
JIM GAHHISOH would at least let hiin (GERVAIS) get a little 
''chicken feed". BOASBEHG stated that "we're" taking care of 
FREDERICK SOULE right no’w and vjill continue to do so until they 

go out of business or things get better. 

BOASBEHG asked GERVAIS to talk vjlth JIM GARHISOM and 
see if GAERISOH can do anything vjith the governor and any of the 
legislators with respect to any anti-pinball machine bills being 
introduced in the 1971 session of the legislature. BOASBEHG told 
GERVAIS to have JIM GARRISDH approach the governor with the 
approach — "V/hy are you pushing these people? I've got, I've 
got a lot of requests from a lot of little businessmen here," 
but that GARRIS OH should not approach the governor from the pin- 





ball Tnachlne operators' point of view. BOASBEJIC stated that If 
GARHISON can communicate vflth the governor and the governor does 
not push anti“plnball legislation* he doesn^t think that the 
legislati^re will have the required votes to introduce anti-pln- 
ball machine legislation in the Hay* 1971* s ess ion - At the close 
of the conversation* BOASBEHG brought up the name HARBY MArLKS 
(HARBY S, iMARKS* JR.) and stated that if he (BOASBRnG) sends 
MARKS to see him (GERVAIS) in the future* that MARKS cart be 
trusted. BOASBERG stated that HARKS had been with him for 30 
years and that MA1€^S is also JOHN ARUHS GALLERY right hand man. 

(32) On January 27* 1971* LOUIS M. BOASBKHG of Hew 
Orleans Novelty Company met with PEHSHIMG GEHVAIS in Room 8? 6 of 
the Fontainebleau- Motor }iotel* Hew Orleans* Louisiana. BOASBERG 
stated ^t hat he had gone to see LAWHEHCH L. LAGARDE of TAG Amuse- 
ment Company who told him (BOASBERG) that have been more than 
generous the last few years and we obligated ourselves sometime 
ago to something* it was all in advance ... and he (LAGARDE) says, 
you (BOASBERG) should carry us* he (LAGARDE) says* we are carrying 
something else — " . GERVAIS said to BOASBEHG that he (GEKVAIS) 
did not come to the operators for payoffs, that they came to him. 
BOASBERG stated that he (BOASBERG) originally set up the contact 
and deal with Captain FREDERICK A. SOULE, SR.* and agreed with 
GERVAIS that somchov; SOULE got in touch with ELMS* CALLERY and 
other pinball operators. BOASBEHG stated that after he contacted 
SOULE before Christmas* the Vice Squad "started raiding some 
games"; that about three weeks later v-’hen he could not put 
together a deal with SOULE he (BOASBERG) v^ent to a "party'' with 
whom he had been "very generous with in the campaign" and Inquired 
vmy he had been singled out for the raids. BOASBERG stated that 
the Vice Squad hasn't done anything since so he thinks that the 
"party" did raise hell. BOASBERG stated that ha.d' he not tru.sted 
JOHN ELMS, JR.j he would not have made the deal with SOULE 
because he would rather do business with OriRVAlS. BOASBERG told 
GERVAIS that CALLERY used to handle the payoffs* but that right 
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after the last election (the JJov/ Orleans inunlcipal general elec-

tion for Rjayoralty and city council seats took place on April 7, 

1970 and the city fathers took office on May , 1970) 

GAhLEKY said he was out^ and that this is W'^hen he (BOASBERG) 

mde a move to reach SOULE: 

GEHVAIS : DonH you knqv: and I don^t knov how to — before 

Christmas, and I, I can only tell you in sketches cause, 

you could fill it in better than I can. 

BOASBERG; No, I canit, I can^t. 

GERVAIS: VJell, here, let me, let me explain It to‘ you — 

BOASBERG: You know something, let me tell you, Pershing, nobody 

works like I do In tills business, I get down six, I do 
everything, I make moves, do all the buying and selling 
and everything, and I, but I leave other things to other 
people and I^ve left it to Aruns [GALLERY] — 

GERVAIS: Okay, but vfalt, let me, let me just tell you way 

before Christmas, I*m trying to get this in my mind I 
was contacted, said , look, uh, young Elms, I'm trying to 
get this straiglit in my mind, has the connection in the 
city ... we want Charlie Pace to come up with his pro rata, 

I, at this time, didn't know who they were talking about, 
you see, but Charlie says he will not do it unless you say 
its okay — 

BOASBERG: Oh, I, I did issue part of that, Aruns and I both,

Earlier in the conversation, BOASBERG had brought up the 

new federal gambling statute (Organised Crime Control Act of 1970) 

and stated that LAWHEHCE L. LAQARDS was informed by his attorneys 

that if the "FBI or task force man” goes to one of the locations 

and gets a payoff on a pinball machine, they can arrest you and 

charge you with conspiracy* 

(33) On January 31, 1971 3 LOUIS BOASBERG of Hew 

Orleans Novelty Company, and JOHH J. ELMS, JR., of TAC Amusement 

Company net with PERSliING GERVAIS in Boom 876 of the Fontainebleau 
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Motor Hotel, At the be'^lnning of the conversation BOASe' 3EHG 
advised ELIIS that he has brought CEHVAIS up to date on most of the 
facts and told ELMS that GEKVAIS knovis the deal that BOASBERG has 
with Captain FREDERICK A* SOULE 3 SR, ELH3 replied that he will do 
the same thing that BOASBERG Is doing with FREDERICK SOULE, BOASBERG 
stated that ”coi:ipared to what it v;as boforej it’s peanuts^ but 
GERVAIS stated that from talking to BOASBERG and FREDERICK SOULE that* 
BOASBERG is paying SOULE $1^000 a month. BOASBERG replied that 
he pays SOULE a irionth . BOASBERG said he s ent SOULE a thousand 

dollars three weeks ago but that was for January and February . 

GERVAIS told both BOASBERG and ELMS that he seriously doubts that 
District Attorney JIM GARRISON will be interested in $500 a month 
but that he {GERVAIS) will take it to him- GERVAIS informed the 
two individuals that he hated to tell JIM GARRISON the payoffs 
would be dropping off to only $500 a month to vfhlch ELMS^ replied, 
"Yeah, Can^t blame him either," ELMS stated that after the session 
of the legislature, they could get back together and re figure the 
payoffs, ELMS said that the FBI picked up about 360 of his 
gambling type pinball machines on the raids of November 2^ and 25 > 
1970 , and that it is costing him sixteen thousand dollars ($16,000) 
a week In income, GERVAIS told ELI'S and BOASBERG that what they 
are really saying is that he can tell JIM GARRISON that the five 
hundred dollars ($500) per month Is Just temporary until after the 
legislature meets, BOASBERG replied that it is temporary until 
about July as they should knov; something when the legislature 
adjourns in June, that they v/ill re-negotlate or be out of busi- 
ness, With respect to future payments, BOASBERG, ELMS and GERVAIS 
agreed that Captain SOULE would be the go-between and pass the 
money to GERVAIS for District Attorney JIM GARRISO?!, Later in the 
conversation, BOASBERG asked GERVAIS vdacn the payoffs v.^ould start, 
in February or March. GERVAIS stated that JIM GARRISON is already 
av;are of someone in the city being paid off., BOASBERG replied, 
"January, that^s right," GERVAIS stated that December and January 
had passed without any payoffs and BOASBERG said that it was the 
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roaeral government rai<2s that put a stop to "this whole deal", that 
"v:e been trylne to put a deal together for a long while"- B0AS3ERG 
wont on to say that he and ELMS *Hfill come up vJith a dime [a thou- 
sand dollars] for January and February" for JIM GABKISQIK BDASBEBO 
said that GALLERY put together the arrangement whereby the pinball 
dealers passed money on to officials, when nobody said he could: 

BOASBZRG : I got a partner [CALLEHY] who took VJhat he vfanted and 

I trusted him andi and, and I think he did all right, I . 
think he did, I, I, I think Aruns has been all riglit, after 
all didn^t he put this thing together — 

GEHVAIS: Yeah, 

BOASBERG: — v^hon nobody said he could — 

GERVATS : Oh , yeah , 

BOASBERG: He put t,he thing all together, you got to give him 

credit — 

GERVAIS: Oh, yeah, he done that, 

BOASBBRG: I’ll admit that, you know, he's, he’s gone a little 

bit too much from - — 

GEHVAIS: For some areas, 

BOASBERG: You know , in some areas, it can’t do any good, you 
knov;, you don't take care of this maid out here, she can't 
do you any good, 

GERVAXS: No, no, 

BOASBERG: She might sell a few things — 

GERVAIS: She Ml give you a couple of tQwels — 

BOASBFiRG; Yeah. Jhat’s, that's Aruns — Aruns Is an easy mark, 
ELMS : Yeah . 

BOASBERG: He's been an easy mark, he really has, 

GERVAIS: Yeah, 

ELMS: He's giving avfay your money, why not? 

BOASBERG: Vfell — he's giving away part of his, 

BOASBERG and ELMS discussed the danger to them from 
the federal lav/ (Organized Grine Control Act of 1970) and ELMS 
outlined his plan to lease machines to get around the provisions 
of the law: 

GEiWAlS: We v;ill then sit dovm and talk about sone serious 

futures — 

BOASBERG: Yes, but give us a couple of months to get organized, 

GEHVAIS: Well — ^ 

BOASBERG: I mean, not immediately when the legislature closed, 

let’s be realistic — 


GHHVAIS: I was talkiaE^' about June, you talking about June 

BOASBEHG: — about the things ifj if they donH do that, then 

he^s probably going to go a little bit further^ course wc 
don’t knoi-/ v;hat the federals are going to do by then — and^ 
I j I v?lshed I knei'^ — 

GSRVAIS: Uh-huh/ 

ELMS: V;ill we knovf sonething about the machines and just what’s 

going to happen, uh, vJhen- this three judge, uh , hearing 
supposed to be before them on February 20th, that’s v;hcn 
tho notice, uh — , 

BOASBERG: I know, but John, look, any federal officer who can 

get a payoff and you can be arrested for conspiracy, they 
can arrest the location owner and v;e can be charged with 
conspiracy, that’s the law, I’ve had four attorneys, that 
new federal law Is, is that thick and they got more, it 
tells you get out of business, even Bally's attorneys told 
me that, so we Just have to play it by ear — 

GERVAIS: V/ell 

ELMS: I'm going to lease all my games out -- 

BOASDERG : Um? 


ELMS: I'm going to lease them out* 

BOASBEHG: Well^ here’s a good — that, that’s, that Is a good — 

GERVAIS; But If that’s true, If any federal officer can go 
play a game and get a payoff, see 

BOASBERG: Certainly they can. 

GERVAIS; It’s a v;onder they haven’t done that* 

BOASBERG: They may be doing it nov/, how do you knov/ how* 

many months you think they vmrked on that, on that regt** 
stration thing [I’eglstration requl^rement under the Gambling 
Devices Act of 1962, Title 13, United States Code, Section 
1173(a) (3) , upon vdilch the FBI pinball raids of November 
2^ and 25^ 1970, were based], they worked three months at 
least they vforked — we didn’t knovr they v;ero working, 
nobody knevj it — nobody knew it , did we? We had no idea — 

ELMS: Wo word, no inkling, no nothing — 

(3A) On February 2, 1971> PEHSRIWG GERVAIS had a 

telephone conversation from Room 2?6 of the Fontainebleau Motor 

Hotel in New Orleans, with LOUIS BOASBERG, wherein BOASBERG 

described a meeting he had in his office with LAWRENCE L. LAGAHDE 

of TAG Amusement Company, at which time BOASBERG was expecting to 

receive $1,000 as TAC’s end of the $2,000 bi-monthly packa.ge that 

JOHN J. ELMS, JR., of TAC Amusement Company and BOASOERG aersed 


upon at the January 31, 1971, meeting 
676 of the Fontainebleau Motor Hotel. 


with PEKSHinC GERVAIS in Hpo. 
BOASBERG said that LAGABDE 
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threw $5G0 on BOASBEKG’S desk, rathor than the $1^000 that BOASBEKG 
was expecting tovuird the $?,000 package, 

(35) On rebruary 3» 1971 j PERSitlllG GEKVAIS had a tele- 
phone conversation from Room 276 of the Fontainebleau Motor Hotel 
j|.n New Orleans j v/ith JOHN ARUMS GALLERY , v;ho stated that he would 
cheek with LAV/REN CE LAGAHDE of" TAG Amusement Company regarding the

(36) On February 10, 1971, JOHN ARUMS GALLERY met with 
PERSHING GERVAIS In Room 276 of the Fontainebleau Motor Hotel in 
Hew Orleans, and said that ha (GALLERY) had talked to LAWHl^HCE L, 
LAGARDE of TAG Amusement Company and that GHRVAIS had been told 
the truth, by BOASBERG about LAGARDE delivering only $500 from TAG 
Amusement Company to BOASBSRQ for the payoff rather than 51,000 
as had bean agreed^ to by JOHN J, ELMS, JR,, of TAG Amusement 
Company, GALLERY said he thinks that they feci that BOASBHHG "has

NIKS. GALLERY stated that "v/e" gave $^(,000 to SOULE and $t,i|00 
to GSRVAIS for a total of $8,AOO, none of which was put up by 
BOASBEHG- CALLERY said that he recalls that L'AV/I?EMCE LAGARDE put 
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up $5,000 of the $8,ii00. V/ith respect to the forthcoming reduction 
of the share of the payoff to be made to JIM GARHISOn, GALLERY 
stated that he thinks GARRISON v/ould be foolish to take it; that 
I he has a chance to get out of the deal, forget about it and let it 
die. GALLERY stated that B0AS13BRG put up $2,000 for the payoffs 
on August 1, 1970, but has not put up anything since. GALLERY 

stated that the payoffs to GERVAIS were $1,800 years ago (1962)

v/hen the original deal v;as made; that he added $200 a little later 
for GERVAIS, and that he subsequently added another $200 to "take 
care of some of the boys on the Vice Squad". GALLERY stated that 
he talked to JIM GARRISON and that GARRISON understood the cut in 
the payments; that when GALLERY talked to GARRISON, GARRISON said 
he had read about the Phi pinball raids in the papers and that 
"V/hen the cow is dead, there’s no more milk." During the conver- 
sation, CALLEI?Y was told by GERVAIS about the latter’s meeting 
with LOUIS M. BOASBERG and JOHN J. ELMS, JR., and their agreement 
to pay $1,000 every tv?o months retroactive to January 1, 1971. 
GALLERY replied that he doubted that JIM GARRISON would take that 
reduced amount but he might. GALLERY stated that he believed 
he owed it to JIM GARRISON to go and talk v/ith him about the 
decrease in the payoffs since he (GALLERY) had made the original 
deal.

GALLERY. Later in the conforcncej ELKS and GERVAIS discussed 

vdilch pinball operators had contributed to the payoffs for the 
months of September, October, ?Jovember and December, 1970. 

(52) On April 28, 1971, Captain FREDERICK A. SOULE, SR., 
met with PEHSHir^G GERVAIS in Room ^lA9 of the Fontainebleau Motor 
Hotel in Mev; Orleans. SOULE, who had a copy of a dccument 
relating to the Organised Crime Control Act of 1970 with him, read 
portions of It together with GERVAIS. SOULE said that Sergeant 
ROBERT FREY is concerned about receiving payoffs since the enact- 
ment of the Organised Crime Control Act of 19^70: "He, uh , don't 
want to get out, but he's scared to stay, is what it amounts to." 
Captain SOULE said that the federal government could send him

DI FAT‘TA said he had been svjlndled out of $l[J0i000 by 
some con-rneh from St, Louis v7ho had promised him financing in the 
amount of almost six million dollars and as a result he (DI FATTA) 
had put up $150 >0 00 "good faith" money; that he wanted these 
persons extradited to "my home tovjn" by District Attorney JIM 
GAKUtSOU; that he was looking for his money back and not for 
revenge; that the FBI is v;orking up a fraud ease against these 
swindlers, but that he (DI FATTA) v; anted the men extradited by 
GARHISOH before the fedepal government indteted them, since he 
folt that a federal indictment of the svfindlers would lesson the 
chance of his getting his money back.
